Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's remarks have been fully considered 
but they are not deemed persuasive. Applicant contends that Ohmae does not show 1®' and 2"*^ projecting parts. However, claims are 
given their broadest reasonable interpretation. In the instant application, claim 1 refers to "projecting parts". This is interpreted to include 
many portions of a projection. As noted in the Final Rejection. Ohmae clearly shows at least 2 projections, i.e., the 1*' and 2"^ projections, 
which each include at least 2 projection parts. 
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
